'Gef ready for the Great Blizzard'

There's scarcely a doubt. 
When historians catalogue modern epochs, 


Appleton's Snowless Blizzard of '72 will tak'j its 
place right along with the Great Medina 
Diamond Find and the awful Death Valley 
Flood. 


Hardly a man, woman, child or gray squirrel 


escaped the wrath of the Great Snowless Bliz- 
zard. 


Fears started mounting early Monday when 


Federal Weathermen called downward from 
their towers to the People — "Hey People," they 
said, "get ready for the Great Blizzard." And lo, 
the people scurried. 


Newspapermen wore out pencils scribbling 


stories about how 'twasn't legal yet to put on 


studded tires. As the news spread the people 
converged on helpless gasoline station opera- 
tors demanding new tires that they might be 
protected when the Great Blizzard hit. 


At the peak of the fever the rubber company 


people made a desperate call to their Malaya 
plantation with orders to "open them faucets 
on the trees more," because Appleton people 
were exhausting the supply of the rubber. 


And that was just the start. 
Whole flocks of people evacuated the city as 


the Great Blizzard approached. A lot like 
blackbirds, they scuttled off in great waves 
leaving the condemned city. 


Gray-haired old ladies slammed through 


crowded bus aisles using candy-striped hat- 
boxes with more deadly skill than any of King 


Arthur's knights had with their magic swords. 


Then, finally, the moment oil executives, old 


ladies and gray squirrels dreaded arrived. It was 
time for the Great Blizzard. 


With a great, groaning "Uuuuggh!" it came 


out of the trackless Northwest. The Snowless 
Blizzard hit. 


It was worse than any Federal Weatherman 


could predict. 


There was nothing anyone could do. They'd 


all expected a Great Blizzard with rain and 
wind and snow and cold as promised by the 
Federal Weathermen. That would have been 
bad but the legions were ready. Standing at 
their doors with shovels, property owners were 
ready to fight to the last flake for possession of 
sidewalks and driveways. Oil burners were 


turned up high churning out British Thermal 
Units by the hundreds to be stacked up for 
future use. 


All to no avail when the Snowless Blizzard 


hit. 


To be sure many dedicated souls tried 


shoveling the snowless snow. One fierce 
resident even scooped away one-fourth inch of 
concrete from his sidewalk. But how can you 
keep ahead of a snow when you don't know 
how much isn't falling? 


And finally as the long, dark night ended, it 


was clear that the precautions failed. The 
Snowless Blizzard had invaded the city and 
taken it captive. You could tell by the clatter of 
studded tires on empty streets.

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Tho heading 
for Paris, 
Hanoi says

Le Due Tho, North Vietnam's chief 


peace negotiators, headed for Paris 
today for what Radio Hanoi said was 
another meeting with the Americans 
on the Vietnam war. 


Tho stopped over in Peking to 


confer with Premier Chou Enlai, the 
Chinese official news agency Hsinhua 
reported. There was no hint as to how 
long Tho would stay in Peking. 


Tho also is expected to stop in 


Moscow for discussions with Soviet 
leaders before flying on to Paris. 


There was speculation that the two 


main U.S. negotiators, Henry A. 
Kissinger and Gen. Alexander M. Haig 
Jr., were en route to Paris, but the 
White House said both were in 
Washington. 


U.S. spokesmen said they could 


neither confirm nor deny that the 
private talks to end the war were 
about to resume as was widely an- 
ticipated. 


South .Vietnam, meanwhile, an- 


nounced today it would agree to a 
partial withdrawal of North Viet- 
namese troops from the South instead 
of the total withdrawal it had 
demanded earlier.

Navy makes 
plans to bring 
POWs home 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) — The Atlantic 
Fleet is preparing for Operation 
Egress Recap, the Defense Depart- 
ment plan for bringing American 
prisoners of war home from North 
Vietnam. 


A fleet-level meeting believed to be 


the most extensive so far is scheduled 
here next Monday to go over the 
plans, a Navy spokesman said Mon- 
day. 


In a statement released only upon 


request, the Navy said: 


"Various Navy commands are 


continuing to make preparations and 
to improve contingency plans for the 
return of our POWs when that occurs. 
A routine meeting of various East 
Coast command representatives is 
scheduled Nov. 20 to discuss and 
coordinate Egress Recap planning." 


The meeting at Norfolk Naval 


Station, home of the Atlantic Fleet, 
will be closed to reporters, the 
spokesman said. 


Egress Recap is designed to go into 


effect as soon as word comes on 
where a prisoner exchange will take 
place. 


said North Vietnam, "to show its good 
will and seriousness," had agreed to 
"another private meeting between the 
United States and the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam to solve the 
signing of the agreement on ending 
the war and restoring peace in 
Vietnam." 


It said the meeting was proposed 


by "the U.S. side." 


Kissinger and Haig conferred with 


Nixon for one and one-half hours at 
the President's Camp David retreat 
Monday following Haig's return from 
four days of talks with South Viet- 
namese President Nguyen Van Thieu 
in Saigon. 


Both men next went by helicopter 


to Andrews AFB, which is a frequent 
departure point for official missions 
abroad. 


There was no announcement on the 


details of the Camp David discussions, 
but U.S. officials in Saigon said Haig, 
who is Kissinger's top aide, had 
narrowed the differences in his talks 
with Thieu on the American and 
South Vietnamese positions on a 
cease-fire. 


Haig carried a personal note to 


Nixon from Thieu, but its contents 
were not disclosed. 


South Vietnamese Foreign Minister 


Tran Van Lam announced today that, 
while his government is agreeable to 
a partial withdrawal of North Viet- 
namese troops from the South, it 
wants the rest of the troops regrouped 
in specified zones for gradual 
withdrawal under international 
supervision later. 


And Lam demanded that Hanoi 


specify in writing when all of its 
troops will be withdrawn. "We know 
that Dn Kissinger intends to propose 
to the North to withdraw more 
troops," he said. 


South Vietnam also said it wanted 


to be represented in any further secret 
talks between Kissinger and Tho, who 
reached agreement last month on a 
tentative cease-fire proposal. South 
Vietnam's chief negotiator, Pham 
Dang Lam, was reported en route to 
Paris, too. 


Both the White House and South 


Vietnam said Monday that it may 
take more than one more negotiating 
session to work out final agreement 
on a cease-fire. 


White House Press Secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler denied this was a 
change from Kissinger's prediction 
last month that "what remains to be 
done can be settled in one more 
negotiating session ... lasting, I would 
think no more than three or four 
days." 


Ziegler said "there will be further 


consultations required" with South 
Vietnam and perhaps Hanoi following 
the next round of talks.

8 U.S. faoafs 
newest victims 
in tuna war 


QUITO (AP) — The annual tuna war 
between Ecuador and U.S. fishermen 
has begun with the seizure of eight 
boats. One was released; the other 
seven are being held until hearings 
determine whether their owners will 
be fined. 


Ecua orian naval craft forced the 


tuna boats into port Sunday and 
Monday in the continuing dispute 
over jurisdiction over the fishing 
grounds off the west coast of South 
America. 


Ecuador. Peru and Chile claim a 


200-mile fishing limit, but the United 
States says international law allows 
national jurisdiction to extend only 12 
miles off shore. 


The 830-ton N a u t i l u s and the 


Freedom were forced into port on 
Sunday. On Monday, the 1,400-ton 
Denise Marie, the Gemini, the Polaris, 
the Sea Quest, the Trinidad and the 
Clipperton were seized. All are owned 
by California companies. 


The Freedom was released Monday 


after its skipper produced a license to 
fish in Ecuadorian waters, the 
American Tunaboat Association 
reported. 


The U.S. State Department prot- 


ested the seizures and waited to see 
what fines would be levied against the 
boats. 


Efforts against 
hi jacking studied 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Federal 


Aviation Administration has started 
an intensive i n v e s t i g a t i o n of 
procedures to combat air piracy in the 
wake of the weekend hijack of a 
Southern Airways jet. 


Most officials aren't talking about 


why current safeguards failed to 
thwart the three men who com- 
mandeered the DC9 over Alabama 
Friday night and held 31 passengers 
and crew members captive for a 
3,800mile, 28-hour nightmare. 


But one FAA security specialist said 


privately, "We are not yet sure as to 
why the hijackers and their weapons 
were not detected in the pre-boarding 
check." 


Asst. Transportation Secretary 


Benjamin O. Davis said Monday night 
the FAA had told him the three men 
were selected for special screening as 
they prepared to board the plane at 
the Birmingham, Ala., airport. 


Southern Airways employes pulled 


the three from among other pas- 
sengers because they fit the FAA 
hijacker profile. Davis" said the FAA 
told him. 


They'll keep Baby Lenore

MIAMI (AP) — "Baby Lenore 


belongs to God and we intend to take 
good care of her for Him," vowed thf 
adoptive mother of the 2]/2-year-old 
toddler after w i n n i n g a widely 
publicized custody fight which went 
all the v/ay to the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


Jean De Martino and her husband, 


Nicholas, held an emotion-charged 
news conference Monday after the 
high court refused to hear an appeal 
from Lenore's natural mother, Olga 
Scarpeita. 


"We intend to provide her (Lenore) 


with all the necessities, most impor- 
tantly, love," said De Martino, who 
gave up a Brooklyn law practice and 
fled to Miami with his family in April 
1971 after New York courts ruled they 
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had to return Lenore to her natural 
mother. 


"We hope she grows up to be an 


independent and 
self-providing 
in- 


dividual, happy and well educated." 
Mrs. De Martino added. 


The Supreme Court ended the 


two-state custody fight when it 
refused to hear an appeal by Miss 
scarpetta, who had asked that a 
Florida appeals court ruling granting 
custody of the child to the De 
Martinos be overturned. 


Miss Scarpetta went to New York 


from her native Colombia to give 
birth to the baby on May 19, 1970 
She turned the child over to a public 
adoption agency four days later, but 
changed her mind after ? month and 
asked that Lenore be returned. 


After winning the ensuing court 


battle in New York, Miss Scarpetta 


followed the De Martinos to Florida 
to resume the custody fight. But the 
Florida 3rd Circuit Appeals Court 
ruled that more damage would be 
done if Lenore, then 2, were returned 
to her natural mother. 


Stanley Rosenblatt. Miss Scarpetta's 


Miami attorney. s;;id the Supreme 
Court's refusal to hear the rase still 
left the r o n f h c i i n g s t a t e r u l i n g s 
unresolved. "The;,' rannot taV.e 'he 
baby back to New York and they 
have never adopted the baby in 
Florida," he said. But the De Martinos 
<-aid Monday they now planned to 
complete the legal adoption procedure 
in Florida, where De Martino has 
passed the state bar exam and now 
works for a real estate agency. 


The De Martinos' attorney, William 


Colson. said the adoption could take 


six months to complete and he "felt 
sure" the family could return to New 
York. 


But the couple told newsmen, "We 


intend to remain in Florida. We love 
it." 


The De Martinos, who have another 


adopted daughter, Linda, 6. said they 
won't tell Lenore about the public 
controversy surrounding her custody 
until she's old enough lo understand. 
And they said they would allow 
Lenore: Jo visit Miss Scarpetta ;f she 
wanted to when older. 


"Little Lenore comes in l i k e 


clockwork at 3 even- morning and 
taps mommy and daddy on the head, 
clutching a. pillow; and says, 'I'm 
here.'" Mrs. De Martino said Monday. 
"I'm going to add tomorrow morning. 
'for good."' 


The three men were allowed to

caught or killed. Seven others were 
considered unsuccessful because the 
hijackers failed to gain control. 


New security measures have been 


instituted at many airports and the 
FAA says security is being tightened 
each day. Nine hundred hand-held 
weapons detectors already have been 
delivered to airports and 300 more are 
on the way. 


The FAA also lias spent $2.7 million 


for 1.100 walk-through screening 
devices. Seventy-five have been 
delivered and the rest are to he in- 
stalled by Feb. 1. the FAA said. Prior 
to this order, the airlines already had 
installed some 800 detectors at' their 
own expense. 


A beefed-up security force now 


includes more than 1.200 customs 
personnel. 300 deputy U.S. marshals 
and 300 FAA security officers Th^se 
men, 
who are stationed at airports, 


assist in inspection and detention of 
suspected criminals.

Birmingham Friday night when the 
three men hijacked the jet on a 
circuitous roule that eventually took 
them to Cuba with an u n k n o w n 
amount of ransom money.

Estimates 
higher on 
drug traffic 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal 


narcotics officials are revising sharply 
upward their estimates of the amount 
of heroin that Southeas.t Asian 
countries supply to drug traffickers 
within the United States. 


New official estimates from the 


Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs (BNDD) say that 30 per cent 
of the 6.5 to 10 tons of illicit heroin 
entering the country a n n u a l l y 
originates in Southeast Asia. 


In congressional testimony and in 


other public statements', federal of- 
ficials previously have estimated that 
Southeast Asian countries accounted 
for between 5 and 15 per cent of the 
heroin sold to the 500,000 or more 
addicts in the U.S. 


For example, in August, retired 


Marine Gen. Lewis Walt cited official 
estimates in reporting to a Senate 
committee that "Southeast Asian 
heroin accounts for no more than 10 
to 15 per cent of the total traffic 
coming into this country." 


Walt, a former commander of U.S. 


Marines in Vietnam, had been com- 
missioned by the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee to investigate 
world drug traffic. 


He noted that Southeast Asia is one 


of the most important opium growing 
areas in the world and said the area 
"will become an increasingly impor- 
tant source of illicit opiates now that 
Turkey is phasing out legal produc- 
tion." Heroin is produced from opium. 


On June 9, Nelson Gross, State 


Department coordinator for interna- 
tional 
narcotics 
matters, 
told 
a 


congressional committee, "We es- 
timate that probably only 5 per cent 
and certainly no more than 10 per 
cent of the heroin presently flowing 
to the United States originates in 
Southeast Asia." 
. At about that time, Sen. William B. 
Spong Jr., D-Va., submitted a series 
of questions about international drug 
traffic to John Ingersoll, head of 
BNDD. After some prodding, the 
answers recently came through and 
included the far higher estimates for 
Southeast Asia's share. 


The BNDD report said its figures 


on the sources of heroin sold in the 
United States came from identificat- 
ion of traffickers. BNDD said 60 per 
cent of the heroin sold to U.S. addicts 
originated in the Near East and 
another 10 per cent in Mexico. 


Last June, Alfred W. McCoy, a Yale 


University graduate student who 
spent months in Southeast Asia doing 
research on drug trafficking, told a 
Senate appropriations subcommittee 
that top South Vietnamese leaders 
control their nation's illegal drug 
trade. 


It doesn't pay to lose 
in elections in Canada 


OTTAWA (AP) — More than half 


the record 1,117 candidates in 
Canada's Oct. 30 elections forfeited 
their S200 nomination deposits 
because they didn't get enough votes. 


The deposit is returned only to 


winners and to losers who poll at least 
half as many votes as the winners in 
their districts. 


Among the 591 candidates who lost 


their deposits was one who polled 
almost 17.000 votes, David Warner of 
the New Democratic Party. He ran 
third in the huge York-Scarborough 
district 
of Toronto, 
which Com- 


munications Minister Robert Stanburv 
won with more than 39,000 votes.

the Sunday night wars, got off to a 
high-rated start in its season premiere 
this year. Then it plunged to the rat- 
ings cellar. 


NBC officials adopted a watch-and- 


worry attitude, but the show never 
came back up. NBC's actual decision 
to cancel it came about two weeks 
ago, according to NBC's executive vice 
president, Herb Schlosser. 


He said the worries about the once- 


durable show began last March when 
NBC was readying its lineup for the 
new season: "We didn't know whether 
it had reached the end of the line." 


During discussions about the new 


season, he said, NBC executives had to 
consider "do we think this show has 
strength or doesn't it? 


"We made the judgment that it 


made sense for us to move it (from

"But it was 
one that was reached because it was 
the program department's view that 
the show didn't have the strength it 
once had." 


He said NBC's top brass agreed with 


the programming department's recom- 
mendation to cancel the show. NBC's 
programming head went West to give 
the bad news to the producer andstars 
of"Bonanzo" 


Schlosser said he wasn't certain that 


"Maude" did in the Cartwrights, de- 
spite the rating evidence: "It just 


never really caught on. The two-hour 
opening show did very, very well. But 
it nevet" seemed to build from that." 


Previously-aired "Bonanza" epi- 


sodes went into syndication — sold to 
individual television stations under the 
syndicated title of "Ponderosa." 


"Maybe that had some effect on it," 


Schlosser said of the first-run episodes 
seen this year on the NBC network. "I 
just don't know. I tend to think it may 
have." 


How long will the syndicated "Bo- 


nanza" ride the range?

Headlights must work 
even during daylight 


This feature is one of a weekly series 


bringing together questions about 
Wisconsin transportation 
— and 


especially how you can drive more 
safely, for yourself and others — as 
asked by motorists, together with 
authoritative answers as given by in- 
formed members of the agencies in- 
volved. It is presented as a public ser- 
vice to our readers. 


Q: A couple of weeks ago, I was 


stopped by a police officer and issued a 
warning citation because one of my 
front headlamps was out. I had the 
lamp replaced but have wondered since 
if it is necessary to maintain headlamps 
in working condition if the vehicle is 
not driven at night What does the law 
say about this? 


A: The law forbids any person from 


operating any motor vehicle during 
hours of darkness unless it is equipped 
with headlamps, mounted in accor- 
dance with motor vehicle law, that are 
in working order. This does not apply to 
motorcycles, of course, since just one 
headlamp is required. 


However, this does not mean you can 


legally operate a car during daytime 
hours if the headlamps are out of order. 
If you were stopped by a motor vehicle 
inspection team or any other en- 
forcement officer during daylight 
hours, you would be required to get any 
equipment 
deficiencies 
repaired 


promptly or a citation would be issued. 


The division of motor vehicles' 


bureau of enforcement normally issues 
a five-day warning citation when 
equipment violations are discovered. 
This should not be considered a five 
day period in which to remedy the 
problem. Repair must be implemented 


immediately and the warning citation 
must be received by the bureau within 
five days or you could be issued a 
regular citation. The warning citation 
is really a courtesy, issued because a 
motorist might not be immediately 
aware of an equipment violation of this 
nature. The traffic officer could have 
given you a regular ticket instead of the 
warning. 


The reasons for maintaining your 


vehicle in proper working order are 
obvious. Equipment failure could be the 
cause of a serious traffic accident and 
law enforcement officers must take 
necessary action to see that deficien- 
cies are repaired. In some areas, traffic 
officers simply record a vehicle license 
number when noticing equipment that 
is not in operating condition, and if the 
vehicle is noticed on the road a few 
days later with the same problem, a 
ticket is issued. 


Q: How many pedestrians are killed 


or injured in Wisconsin traffic ac- 
cidents in a year? Are more children 
killed than adults? 


A: Last year 140 pedestrians were 


killed as a result of traffic accidents. Of 
these, 47 were under 14 years of age 
while 46 were more than 65 years old. 
Eighty-seven of the pedestrian deaths 
were males. 


There were 1,475 males and 962 


females injured in pedestrian traffic 
accidents last year, with youngsters 
under 14 constituting 1,240 of them.

Monfessori method basic philosophy 


Lifelong interest in learning is their goa

Appleton has been blessed with 


many people who are interested in the 
early education of youngsters. As a 
result, there are several nursery schools 
with varying philosophies. Each has 
developed a curriculum that he believes 
will best help children develop an 
interest in learning prior to enrollment 
in a regular school program. 


In September of 1971, yet another 


type was added in our city. This one, 
based on the methods developed by Dr. 
Marie Montessori, is known as" the 
Mary Linsmeier School, one of 19 such 
schools in Wisconsin and Illinois that 
are operated by Mrs. Linsmeier and her 
husband, Frank. 


Located at St. Thomas More School, 


the nursery school has a four-member 
staff Mary Mirkes, administrator, Jan 
Weber, Barbara Stracka, and Joan 
Reagan. These women are all qualified 
teachers who not only have degrees but 
who also have taken special training 
courses in this method at Mount Mary 
College, Milwaukee. 


Planned from 3 to 5 p.m. this Sunday 


is an Open House to introduce persons 
in the community who would like to 
learn more about the program, to the 
classroom, teachers and methods. 


To understand the philosophy of 


these schools, it is necessary to know a 
little about Montessori herself. An 
Italian physician — the first woman in 
that country to gain this degree — her

first assignment was working with the 
retarded. Here she found youngsters 
confined to a bare room with windows 
so high they couldn't see outside. There 
was no equipment to distract them. 


Montessori observed that the high- 


point of each day was mealtime. 
Concluding that it was more than the 
food that made these children seem to 
come alive during these periods, she 
experimented with the idea of placing 
other objects into the environment. Her 
success was realized when the young- 
sters were able to compete in regular 
schools just two years later. 


What this woman developed was a 


program she called the prepared en- 
vironment which poses a certain order 
and allows the child to develop at his 
own speed, according to his own 
capabilities and in a non-competitive 
atmosphere. Later, when the child at- 
tends grade school, he will carry with 
him an interest and enthusiasm for 
learning new things. 


While the Linsmeier schools are 


based on this idea, they are not "pure" 
Montessori. The reason, of course, is 
that many things have transpired since 
the doctor died in the early 50s. 
Children today have different needs 
and knowledge itself has increased 
tremendously in the last two decades. 


Mrs. Linsmeier studied the method 


and began to use it in the teaching of 
her own eight children. When other 
people learned what she was doing she 
found herself speaking to groups of 
parents in her own home. 


The first Linsmeier school began in 


1964 in Waukesha and resulted from 
this interest. From this beginning has 
come a vocation that is totally encom- 
passing for herself and her husband. 


The philosophy of these schools is 


based on the idea that by interesting a 
child in learning when very young, he 
will be inspired to think of learning 
throughout his lifetime as in interesting 
experience and will seek to obtain more 
and more as he matures. 


Because psychologists 
generally 


agree that a child learns most during 
the first 6 years of life and that some of 
potentilities will disappear if he does' 
not begin to develop them in the early 
years, children are enrolled in the Lins- 
meier schools between the ages of 
two-and-one-half and six years. 


By starting with very concrete and 


simple apparatus and gradually being 
presented new things, the child finds 
success at each step of learning. Suc- 
cess becomes a habit, Mrs. Linsmeier 
believes, and will come to be expected. 


All materials in the Linsmeier schools 


start with the very simple. Then in step 
by step progression the child learns 
more to add to his concepts. Eventually 


his knowledge has gone from basic to 
abstract. 


Starting with practical lessons, the 


child is taught how to take care of, 
himself and his environment. 


The program then goes to sensorial 


education—lessons which train the 
senses regarding color, size, touch and 
sound discrimination through the use 
of varies materials. 


Reading, again using a step progres- 


sion with materials and objects, is 
included in the curriculum along with 
writing lessons. Mathematics use a 
large assortment of Montessori ap- 
paratus to make learning simple. 
Through group activities, which take 
place during the last part of each class, 
the children learn foreign language, 
vocabulary, science and music. 


Lessons are brief, usually no more 


than a minute and one-half in duration, 
but the child experiences several of 
these brief lessons during a class period. 
This is quite possible since the pupil 
teacher ratio is no more than one to 
nine. 


Through the sequential learning 


process — starting at the beginning, 
learning the middle and finally the end, 
children become eager and want to 
know how to proceed. 


Children may be enrolled in these 


classes as many days a week as parents 
.wish, although usually this is two or 
three days. 


If you wonder if this program is for 


you and your child, you might ask 
yourself, are you raising your child to 
know that he belongs not to you but to 
himself? Do you realize that your job 
as aparent is one of temporary privilege 
and responsibility and that you are 
there to aid and observe as another life 
develops?

Vague trespassing laws often 
make landlord king of premises

Unhappily, for all of us who live in 


apartments, the landlord is king. He 
can enter an apartment virtually any- 
time he wishes—and for enough rea- 
sons to drive you right up his offwhite 
walls. 


The laws of trespass are a little 


vague when applied to rented prop- 
erty. A police officer may need a 
search warrant to get in, but your con- 
stitutional protection won't stand up 
against visits from inconsiderate man- 
agers, nosy landladies, or light-fin- 
gered workmen. And that's the sad 
truth. 


Actually, good landlords seldom 


make waves by invading tenants' pri- 
vacy. It's bad tenant relations and, 
more importantly, a little risky. Some 
courts have found apartment man- 
agers or their agents liable for theft 
and other crimes committed while in a 
tenant's rented domain, even if the 
crime is merely carelessness. 


For example, a Los Angeles working 


girl who lived alone took a day off and 
slept late. When she got up to take a 
shower, the doorbell rang. Unable to 
hear because of the running water, she 
stepped from the tub right into the 
surprised gaze of a serviceman who 
had assumed she was gone and let 
himself in with a passkey. She 
screamed and fainted; he fled; the 
court awarded her substantial dam- 
ages for mental anguish, embarrass- 
ment, and humiliation. Note, however, 
that invasion of privacy was not the 
grounds for legal action—damages of 
another kind had to be proven. 


Your lease will usually contain a 


clause that authorizes the landlord or 
his authorized agents to "enter said 
premises at all reasonable times, to 
view them or show them to parties 
wishing to lease, or for the purpose of 
making necessary improvements 
thereon." This is a virtual blank check, 
since nothing is said about notice, no 
definition of "reasonable times" is 
given, and forcible entry is not prohib- 
ited. In other words, a landlord can 
come in and look around when you're 
gone, visit while you have guests, or 
show up at odd hours just to harass 
you. The landlord is also left to define 
"improvements" for himself. 


There are some exceptions. In New 


York, a landlord is required to give 24 
hours notice to inspect an apartment. 
For repairs and improvements, other 
than emergencies, he must give at 
least a week's warning. What about 
switching the lock? No dice, because 
most leases prohibit "additions or 
changes to the physical structure" 
without permission. If youVe worried 
about every plumber, janitor, and elec- 
trician having a key, insist on a new 
lock with just one key for the land- 
lord. Most managements will okay this 
procedure. 


As a further precaution, make sure 


you have a sturdy night chain to keep 
out the "super," at least when you're 
inside!

Thankfully, 
I should hope, since you would have no 
chance to defeat North at four or five 
hearts. But you'd need a bit more than 
gratitude to defeat the inferior contract 
of four spades.

East won the first trick with the ace 


of diamonds and paused for thought 
when South's king fell. East then re- 
turned a low trump. 


South thought that the trump finesse 


might work, so he played the jack of 
spades. West won with the queen of 
spades and did some thinking of his 
own. What would you do in this posi- 
tion if you held the West cards? 


Your first step is to remember the 


bidding. South bid one spade, next 
three clubs and then jumped to four 
spades. With only 10 black cards, South 
might bid the clubs first; or he might bid 
only three spades at his third turn. 
South's actual auction should indicate 
six spades and five clubs. 


West must cash the aces of hearts 


and then get out safely with a trump. At 
this stage the defenders have three 
tricks, and West will surely get a club 
trick sooner or later. 


What happens if West returns a 


trump without first cashing the ace of 
hearts? South will draw trumps and 
lead a heart. West can take the ace of 
hearts, but then he cannot get out 
safely. If West returns a heart or a 
diamond, dummy provides all the dis- 
cards that declarer needs; and if West 
returns a club, dummy's jack wins. No 
matter what West does, South is sure to 
make the contract.

Answer Pass. Your hand is good for 


about five heart tricks and perhaps two 
diamonds, if hearts are trumps, but it 
isn't a good opening bid.

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Energy running short,speaker says

CHICAGO, III. - In the future, our 


budgets for fuel for the home, for the 
car and for business are going to 
increase, C. Howard Hardesty, Jr., 
executive vice president of Continental 
Oil Co., said Monday before a women's 
press luncheon held in conjunction 
with the annual meeting of the 
American Petroleum Institute. 


For the first time, the energy that the 


world's most productive and affluent 
nations runs on is running low, he 
explained, adding, "The public is 
beginning to realize that energy shor- 
tages, higher energy prices and, 
perhaps, changes in our style of living, 
dictated by energy shortages, may not 
be far off." 


Hardesty noted that anticipated 


inflationary trends will affect almost all 
of the goods and services we are ac- 
customed to, and, he added, our basic 
energy resources — oil, gas, coal and 
nuclear power — are not exempt from 
these "economic facts of life " 


Bargains disappearing 


Because our cheap energy bargains 


are disappearing, the nation, industry, 
and the American family must commit 
a larger share of their budgets for 
energy expense, he said. 


While acknowledging that we must 


use energy more efficiently, Hardesty 
said that "going around turning out the 
lights, foregoing a motor trip at vaca- 
tion time and leaving the air condi- 
tioner off on a hot day may be helpful 
but conserving three per cent of 
projected demand does not alter the 
fact that we will need all the energy we 
can muster and then some in the years 
ahead.

sumption one soon realizes that more 
efficient use will only level off the 
demand curve for about two of the next 
13 years," he stated. 


Hardesty noted that because we have 


always had abundant supplies of cheap 
oil, coal and gas, we have been able to 
place our environmental concerns 
above our energy concerns. 


Energy vs. environment 


But now, he declared, when these 


abundant supplies are no longer readily 
available, energy and the environment 
suddenly become closely dependent' 
and interrelated, a fact that Americans 
have not yet accepted. 


"We want low-cost sulfur fuel oil, but 


we don't want ships, pipelines, ter- 
minals or refineries on our shores. We 
want adequate supplies of domestic oil 
and gas, but we don't want to explore 
the potentiality of offshore areas. We 
want more natural gas, but will not let 
market forces set real values We want 
more coal because it is our most abun- 
dant domestic fuel, but we don't want 
surface mining and prohibit coals' use 
by sulfur restrictions," declared Har- 
desty. 


At the same time, he continued, 


Americans wifl not accept a standard of 
living which does not provide: — 
adequate electricity for light, heat, 
cooling, and time-saving conveniences; 
— adequate energy to keep the wheels 
of industry and of commerce turning: — 
a growing economy which will provide 
more jobs and more opportunities for 
more citizens, and — a transportation 
system and supporting facilities which 
will fly and drive us anywhere we want 
to go at any time. 


"The simple fact is," he stated, "we 


are spoiled rotten. We are not willing to 
accept the fact that some tradeoffs — 
some compromises — will be needed to 
keep these inconsistencies from des- 
troying our way of life." 


Warning issued 


The oil company vice president is- 


sued warnings to environmentalists 
and the press. 


"Crusade, if you will, for a better 


environment, for abolition of surface 
mining, against offshore drilling or 
against siting of nuclear plants. 
However, in the process of presenting a 
particular point of view, you will do the 
nation a real service if you will go a step 
further and spell out all the implica- 
tions of a course of conduct. 


"If we prohibit offshore drilling, 


domestic reserves will decline. If we 
can't build deepwater terminals, we will 
not be able to handle increased volumes 
of foreign oil. If we can't site nuclear 
plants, we cannot meet electric demand 
loads If we outlaw surface mining of 
coal, production will rapidly decline 
and the industry cannot fulfill predict- 
ed demand tonnages. 


'T'm convinced that an informed 


public will be willing to engage in some 
shading of desires when faced with 
decisions 
and 
knowing 
all 
their 


implications. For instance- "The news 
article describing the sulfur restrictions 
which are in effect should point out 
that new facilities, such as generating 
plants, will not be able to use most 
Eastern coal as its fuel and will 
therefore use imported low-sulfur fuel 
oil at almost double the cost: 


"The news story that headlines the 


state restrictions 
and 
^ prohibitions 


against terminals and refineries on our 
shorelines should contain mention of 


the fact that this will force the con- 
struction of those facilities on foreign 
shores, increase costs and encourage 
flight of capital investment to foreign 
shores. 


"The reporting of the court decision 


delaying siting of a nuclear plant in 
New York is not really complete unless 
it details the impact on already — short 
electric capacity. 


"I could go on and on, but this point 


should be clear", Hardesty said. 
"Unless we associate the close depen- 
dent relationship between energy, en- 


vironment and our dreams, the public 
— whose understanding and support 
we must have —will continue to think 
of each as a separate problem. I believe 
we can and must have high environ- 
mental goals. I believe we must have 
adequate supplies of energy. We can 
have both by intelligently approaching 
both needs and by moderating our 
present destructive inconsistencies 


"One thing is clear. 'Cost trends and 


availability or lack thereof will have 
each and every one of us budgeting our 
BTU," he concluded.

"gifted" really means, and what it 
means to be gifted in today's world, is 
not made clear It will probably be 
glossed over in the grab for funds, in the 
measurement of a few characteristics, 
and in the creation of more and more 
"tests " 


A gifted child either displays or has 


an undiscovered ability By definition, 
every child is "gifted " Your child is 
probably very talented in a way that 
may not be apparent to you or to his 
teachers His gift may not show up m 
his 
tests, 
and 
it 
may 
not 
be 


economically useful 
He may be a 


musical genius But where, today, can 
all 
the 
musically 
gifted 
find 


employment9 He may be very clever 
with his mind or his hands Where, 
today, can a master craftsman, a fine 
artisan in wood, leather, clay or metal 
get a job9 


Most of the real work done today 


requires a fine sense of conformity, of 
not rocking the boat, of doing no more 
than is essential, of keeping your 
mouth shut and your hands clean Most 
of the work done today requires test 
passing skill It's a special gift It 
requires genius of a sort Anyone can 
acquire it 


Gifts Obscure 


To be truly gifted means to be 


restless, curious, to control but not 
avoid frustration and anxiety, to be 
willing to pit yourself against odds and 
prevailing opinions But these, among 
other attributes of genius, are not 
favored by the personality and skill 
inventories made of children and young 
people 
by schools, colleges 
and 


employers They are not favored by 
most of the psychologists who give the 
tests, by most of the teachers who are 
guided by their results, or even by most 
parents 


If you want your child to be gifted 


you must allow him a great variety of 
experience, interests, stimulation and 
solitude, to discover the bent of his 
genius When it emerges, give it play 
Don't test him endlessly Don't insist 
that he undergo "remedial" teaching 
He may be a poor reader, but a spec- 
tacular artist or mechanic His reading 
will improve if you furnish books and 
publications that concern his talent He 
may not be interested in the things that 
fascinate his age mates But he may be 
totally immersed in looking through a 
microscope Don't drag him off to a 
psychiatrist

different, as unique, and as much of an 
odd-ball, as he needs to be He may fail 
subjects in school or disgrace you in the 
eyes of your neighbors But he may 
turn into the "gifted" chila you always 
dreamt of having Most ot us don't 
really want such children They make 
us feel a little inferior They ask em- 
barrassing questions Such a child 
sometimes also manages to act out his 
inner needs and talents, despite every 
obstacle placed in his way by parents, 
teachers and the whole society He can 
be an awful nuisance 


For these reasons we prefer, and 


usually create, two other types of 
"geniuses " The first are those who 
manage to masquerade in the uniform 
of supposed talent They talk a good 
game but they don't actualize their 
psychedelic, drug-induced visions The 
second kind of genius learns the ropes 
early how to polish apples, and hovv to 
look good on tests He's a genius at 
playing the mediocrity game He is the 
true genius of today

One of the worst fire hazards sneaks 


up so quietly, practically nobody gives 
it a second tho jght Yet il it gets a start, 
it's often a tough one to handle I'm 
referring to fires due to overheated 
wiring 


Without realizing the possible con- 


sequences, any of us is liable to bring 
home a nice new appliance A hair 
dryer, A router A table-model com- 
bination toaster-oven An electric fon- 
due set Any number of new delights 
and worksavers You name them 


Nothing is the matter with such a 


trend But does anybody give a passing 
thought to the wiring9 If we keep 
plugging more and more appliances 
into the same old circuits, there's the 
very real chance you may wake up 
some night and smell burning insula- 
tion somewhere in the walls Nor will u 
stop immediately even if you rush 
down and turn off the mam switch 


Risk overheating 


In spite of fuses and circuit breakers, 


when you overload a circuit you run 
the very real risk of overheating Ask 
your fire department Ask the National 
Fire Prevention Association They have 
pretty gruesome statistics on this sub- 
ject 


Even if you have an old house, whose 


wiring hasn't been inspected since 
before you bought it, you can very 
easily forestall the danger of electrical 
fires due to too many appliances going 
at once on the same circuit Simply 
have a competent electrician come over 
and bring your wiring up to date 


This means breaking up one or two of 


the most-used circuits into perhaps two 
or three more branch circuits, to share 
the load Each branch circuit, cf course, 
will have its own fuse or circuit 
breaker Also each will have enough 
capacity to handle still more appliances 
with complete margins of safety 


While he's there, ask the electrician 


to do another very useful thing Draw a 
diagram of your wiring, circuit by cir- 
cuit, outlet by outlet, and show which 
fuses control which circuits Tape this 
to the wall by the fuse box Then if a 
fuse blows, you'll know right away 
which one it was, and you won't have 
to fumble around the fuse box with a 
flashlight doing a hit-or-miss job until 
you get the lights going again 


Instruct family 


Here's another sound practice, which 


probably minimized a good many more 
electrical fires than appear in any sta- 
tistics Instruct every member of the 
family old enough for this respon-- 
sibihty how to turn off the main switch 
Stress the importance of standing on 
something dry, if the floor is damp or 
wet Not only demonstrate this, but 
make each family member personally 
throw the switch several times, to 
become familiar and unafraid Then, if 
trouble erupts when the master is out, 
there'll be someone to cut off the source 
of all that overheating 


While on the subject of demonstra- 


tions, include a guided tour of the fuse 
box and how to put in a new fuse or 
reset the circuit-breaker

FDA acts to halt 
sale of lead tinsel 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Food 


and Drug Administration says that 
"not a single strand" of lead 
Christmas tree tinsel should be found 
on store shelves this Yule season. 


"It's gone. We have assurances that 


not one ounce will be sold this year," 
said Malcolm "Mac" Jensen, director' 
of FDA's Bureau of Product Safety. 


Last Christmas the agency was 


accused of agreeing secretly with 
several lead tinsel manufacturers not 
to publicize an understanding that 
production would stop Jan. 1, 1972, 
but sales could continue through the 
1972 Christmas season. 


Jensen denies it. 
"There was never any effort to hide 


it," he said in an interview. "The 
decision was made internally not to 
publicize it because we feared that 


many people preferring the lead 
variety would stockpile it." 


After the charges of secret dealing 


surfaced, Jensen said, "We got back 
to the industry and said, 'You haven't 
got a saleable product anymore. You 
might as well get out of the lead 
business.'" 


At the same time, he said, the FDA 


asked customs agents to freeze any 
lead tinsel imports. 


The FDA campaign is based on 


persuasion of manufacturers and 
importers following a conclusion by 
FDA in August 1971 that lead tinsel 
was an unnecessary risk to children 
with symptoms of lead poisoning. No 
absolute ban was imposed, Jensen 
said, for lack of medical verification 
to declare lead icicles a "health 
hazard."

inquiry was Thomas Ament, who had 
been among eight supervisors who 
requested in August that an inves- 
tigation be made of the allegations 
outlined in newspaper articles. 


Nowakowski has gone to federal 


court with petitions designed to halt 
the investigation.

and Judge Andrew W. Parnell of 
Appleton, assigned to oversee the 
investigation, filed a statement 
M o n d a y i n r e s p o n s e t o 
N'owaskowski's federal court

The reply is in support of requests

He 
said he had not made up his mind on 
what to do about the challenge to

the very nature of things remarkably 
simple. 


He was a parrot. 


of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee but offered to act as a

tributed his own unpopular stands on 
key issues and the removal of Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton of Missouri as his 
running mate as factors which hurt 
his campaign.

says it'll 
press on 


OSHKOSH — Peoples Brewing Co., 


which has brought a $100 million suit 
against two federal agencies, will make 
"all efforts" to keep the brewery going, 
its president said at a press conference 
this morning. 


Theodore Mack Jr. said the Oshkosh 


brewing firm halted production two 
weeks ago but is continuing to dis- 
tribute beer on hand. 


Mack said the company's suit against 


the Small Business Administration and 
the Department of Defense is expected 
to go into federal court, probably in 
Milwaukee, before the end of this 
month. 


The suit charges that the brewery 


has not had a fair chance to obtain 
large government contracts for beer for 
the armed forces. 


The president of the nation's only 


black-owned and operated brewery 
said it appears that the only way for 
minority business to get its fair share of 
federal business is through the courts. 


"It's not necessary for us to brew 


beer if we're not going to get our fair 
share of federal contracts," Mack told 
newsmen during a press conference at 
a tavern directly south of the Peoples 
Brewing Co. office at 1512 S. Main St. 


He said he doesn't know whether 


Peoples has failed to obtain the federal 
orders it hoped for because the com- 
pany is black or because it's small. 


"I can't read the mind of the federal 


bureaucracy," Mack observed. 


Mack said the board of directors had 


anticipated that the company would 
receive its fair share of federal business 
as outlined by federal commitments to 
minority business. 


Given 10 per cent of federal business, 


Peoples Brewing Co. could operate at 
"full blast," Mack added. 


"We have seen the statutes, we have 


listened to the President and we have 
seen the executive directives (relating 
to minority business), but somewhere 
along the line someone is not doing 
what he's supposed to," Mack charged. 


"I have written to everyone from the 


President on down, but nothing has 
happened as yet. 


"America believes in law and order," 


Mack continued, "and we're saying 
that we believe in law and order, too, 
and that we believe in due process." 


In answer to a question about an

the new paper are still picketing the 
Press-Gazette building. And manv 
Daily News employes continue to sup- 
port their families with strike benefit 
checks.

It's not a strike, protest or labor 


newspaper, said Larry L. Milkie, 32, 
who was a printer at the Press-Gazette 
before being elected president and 
director of Metropolitan Newspaper 
Corp., which publishes the Daily News.

It was the first substantial 
spending cut approved by the commit- 
tee since it began reviewing the 
mayor's budget proposals a week ago. 


John F. Brockschlager, Jr.. represen- 


tative of Touche Ross & Co., Mil- 
waukee, said the city could expect 
recommendations for annual savings 
six to 15 times the cost of the 
management study. 


On a $20,000 study as proposed by 


Sutherland, the savings could range 


from $120,000 to $300,000, based on 
Brockschlager's statement. 


He was questioned closely by several 


aldermen during about an hour's dis- 
cussion before the committee recom- 
mended including the $20,000 in the 
budget. 


The questioning brought out that 


since a high percentage of the city's 
budget is what Brockschlager called 
"people costs," it can be expected that 
"a very high percentage" of the con- 
sultants' recommendations for cost 
savings will involve reductions in per- 
sonnel. 


He told the committee that it is up to 


the council to decide whether to accept 
the firm's recommendations once they 
are presented. Aid. Edward Maloney 
(9th) observed that during last year's 
budget deliberations, various sugges- 
tions were offered for cutting spending, 
and "when we got to personnel we 
stopped."

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Eleven years 


ago I suffered what the doctors called a 
nervous breakdown. They said I would 
be well in a couple of years. 


Now my doctor tells me I am suffer- 


ing from low blood sugar. Is there any 
cure for this? Are the two sicknesses 
related? If not, how could such a mis- 
take be made? — M.M.Y. 


Slow down. And don't oversimplify. 


And don't take it for granted that any 
mistake was made. 


Nervous breakdown is a term that 


can be applied to any condition involv- 
ing emotional reactions that get 
beyond a person's control It may be 
because the patient is neurotic, ou- 
tright psychotic or merely collapsing 
emotionally under too much stress. 


Low blood sugar is a physical condi- 


tion. It means that the amount of sugar 
m the blood falls at times to too low a 
level. It can cause temporary weakness, 
spells of feeling faint, blackouts or near 
blackouts and similar symptoms, 
including visual aberrations. 


It is true that in some instances pa- 


tients suffering from undiagnosed low 
blood sugar have been regarded as 
"nervous" and been told that their 
troubles were "all in their mind." But 
that does not mean that one cannot 
have a nervous breakdown without 
having low blood sugar — nor does it 
mean that a person cannot have the 
two kinds of trouble, not necessarily at 
the same time. 


Since I have no idea of the type of 


nervous breakdown you had, I cannot 
comment on that. But as to the low 
blood sugar, I suggest that you read my 
booklet, "Help for Hypoglycemia (Low 
Blood Sugar)." You can get the booklet 
by mail — send 25 cents in coin and a 
long self-addressed, stamped envelope 
to me in care of The Post-Crescent. 


Dear Dr Thosteson: I am a firm 


believer in the "Pap smear." I tried to 
get the Pap smear every six months but 
was discouraged by the doctor. 


So I went elsewhere. I asked the 


receptionist if I could come at six- 
month intervals. She told me people 
generally make it once a year What do 
you say about that? I am almost 40 
years old — MissM.V. 


An annual Pap test is the usual prac- 


tice. 


If symptoms, such as abnormal 


bleeding, occur, or a report shows a 
grade 2 rating, the test is repeated at 
more frequent intervals. However, if 
you request a test every six months, 
you should be able to get it whether the 
doctor thinks it is too often or not. 
Many I know recommend the six- 
month interval for women past 40

Those amazing Packers continue to 


astound foe and friend alike. With the 
1972 
NFL races practically two-thirds 


complete, Green Bay is the only 
division leader that seems to be "out of 
place." The other NFC pace-setters — 
Washington and Los Angeles — both 
figured to be in the thick of their title 
battles. And, the AFC leaders — Miami, 
Pittsburgh and Oakland —likewise had 
been counted among the prime con- 
tenders. But the young Packers — 
Pittsburgh is the only leader that could 
rival them in the youth department — 
are now in a position to keep the pres- 
sure on Minnesota and Detroit, easily 
considered the "big 2" in pre-season 
calcuations. 


When I predicted (in August) a 7-7 


record for the Packers, I feared I was 
being too optimistic.. .It's turning out 
that this forecast was on the conserva- 
tive side. I also underestimated the 
potential of Dan Devine & Co. in 
another respect. With the inexperience 
factor looming large at a number of 
positions, I had looked for an inconsis- 
tency in play, a rise and fall in fortunes 
from week to week. Instead, the 
Packers have almost been paragons of 
consistency. They played .667 (4-2) ball 
in the exhibition games, and they're at 
precisely the same level (.667 — on a 6-3 
mark) for the regular season. Not only 
that, but Green Bay has been "in" every 
one of the nine games that count and 
conceivably could have won all nine. 
It's true there have been breakdowns in 
different departments — passing, punt- 
ing, pass rush, pass defense, etc.) — 
from time to time.. .But never, have all 
department "going to pot" in the same 
contest. The Bays have never let bad 
breaks or bad play in one phase of the 
game cause a squad-wide morale 
breakdown.. .Instead, each unit has 
compensated for occasional deficien- 
cies elsewhere. 


& NOTIONS 


proved the difference for Green Bay 
Sunday after having played a substan- 
tial role in each of the team's previous 
five wins. Tagge finally got his chance 
to join "the club" Sunday, and he came 
through with the same poise and savvy 
shown by Marcol and Buchanon all 
along. TaSS= proved the key quarter- 
backing job will be in good hands if 
Scott Hunter becomes incapacitated 
again. 


With four of the five remaining 


Packer games on the road, it's en- 
couraging to note the Green Bay 
away-from-home success to date. The 
Packers are 3-0 on the road. For Mil- 
waukee games, the Pack is 2-1 while the 
Lambeau Field record is only 1-2. 


While the Packers have shown a lot 


of heart, they haven't been too easy on 
their fans' hearts. Six of the last seven 
games have gone inside the final 
minute before a decision was reached 
or cemented. The lone exception was 
the Minnesota game, in which a 
deadlocked score was unwound by two 
touchdown-interceptions in the last 10 
minutes. Helped no end by confidence 
gained in the cliff-hanger against San 
Francisco, the Packers snuffed out the 
final Bear threat on the second-last 
play of Sunday's game to preserve a 
tenuous lead. The building of con- 
fidence is a chain reaction and is part of 
that intangible but very real element 
known as momentum.

Estimates 
higher on 
drug traffic 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 


narcotics officials are revising sharply 
upward their estimates of the amount 
of heroin that Southeast Asian 
countries supply to drug traffickers 
within the United States. 


New official estimates from the 


• Bureau of Narcotics and Dangerous 


Drugs (BNDD) say that 30 per cent 
of the 6.5 to 10 tons of illicit heroin 
e n t e r i n g t h e country a n n u a l l y 
originates in Southeast Asia. 


In congressional testimony and in 


other public statements, federal of- 
ficials previously have estimated that 
Southeast Asian countries accounted 
for between 5 and 15 per cent of the 
heroin sold to the 500,000 or more 
addicts in the U.S. 


For example, in August, retired 


Marine Gen. Lewis Walt cited official 
estimates in reporting to a Senate 
committee that "Southeast Asian 
heroin accounts for no more than 10 
to 15 per cent of the total traffic 
coming into this country." 


Walt, a former commander of U.S. 


Marines in Vietnam, had been com- 
missioned by the Senate Internal 
Security subcommittee to investigate 
world drug traffic. 


He noted that Southeast Asia is one 


of the most important opium growing 
areas in the world and said the area 
"will become an increasingly impor- 
tant source of illicit opiates now that 
Turkey is phasing out legal produc- 
tion." Heroin is produced from opium. 


On June 9, Nelson Gross, State 


Department coordinator for interna- 
tional 
narcotics 
matters, 
told 
a 


congressional committee, "We 
es- 


timate that probably only 5 per cent 
and certainly no more than 10 per 
cent of the heroin presently flowing 
to the United States originates in 
Southeast Asia." 


At about that time, Sen. William B. 


Spong Jr., D-Va., submitted a series 
of questions about international drug 
traffic to John Ingersoll, head of 
BNDD. After some prodding, the 
answers recently came through and 
included the far higher estimates for 
Southeast Asia's share. 


The BNDD report said its figures 


on the sources of heroin sold in the 
United States came from identificat- 
ion of traffickers. BNDD said 60 per 
cent of the heroin sold to U.S. addiS 
originated in the Near East and 
another 10 per cent in Mexico. 


Last June, Alfred W. McCoy, a Yale 


University graduate student who 
spent months in Southeast AsKCSei 
research on drug trafficking/jWlfl 
Senate appropriations subcorrrrrfnitee 
that top South Vietnamese leaders 
control their nation's illegal drug 
trade.

Financing of public tv 


Last summer President Nixon vetoed a bill which would have 


provided long term financing for the Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting because he said there was "serious and widespread 
concern" that it could become the "center of power and focal 
point of control for the entire public broadcasting system." 


This month the Federal Communications Commission relaxed 


some rules which caused critics to protest that this might be a 
move "to relieve radio and television of their public service 
obligations," a concern that was specifically denied by F.C.C. 
Chairman Dean Burch. Another commissioner, Richard Wiley, 
conceded, however, that some experiments with the fairness 
doctrine requiring equal time for both sides of a controversial 
issue might be made. 


A report made at a recent meeting of the National Association 


of Educational Broadcasters listed annual expenditures for 
public television as only 80 cents per person in the United States. 
According to the report made by two Stanford professors, this is 
only a fourth of that spent for public broadcasting in Great 
Britain. 


One of the major factors that seems to hamstring public 


broadcasting in the United States is confusion over its purpose 
as well as fear as to its control. The idea that a government 
sponsored agency is responsible for interpretive news is fright- 
ening and certainly out of keeping with the traditional strictly 
independent role of the nation's press which faces no license 
restrictions. There have been enough charges, particularly by 
Vice President Spiro Agnew, about slanting of television news in 
the relatively private sector of broadcasting to want to risk any 
sort of government control that could depend upon individual 
administrations — and which might have a lot to do with the 
choosing of those administrations. 


On the other hand commercial broadcasting in the United 


States has failed to provide the variety of entertainment and 
opportunities for innovation that many people want. The new 
presence of Channel 38 in this area has emphasized the need for 
that particular type of broadcasting in general. How does 
England do it? 


The entire concept of broadcasting in the two countries is 


different. Somehow to a large extent in the B.B.C. the respon- 
sibilities of public service have been pushed ahead of what is 
generally the seeking of a monetary profit in the broadcasting 
field in the United States. This doesn't mean that the British are 
a more noble people but that the development of the media was 
different. 


Although the British government can veto B.B.C. program- 


ming, it seldom has, although Conservative members of 
Parliament claim, as Mr. Agnew has, that there is too much 
emphasis upon anti-capitalistic and leftist ideas. A large part of 
the B.B.C. is now financed through the licensing of sets. 
Programming has expanded the range of cultural tastes in 
England —at least there is a growing demand for classical music 
for instance. B.B.C.-2 provides more of the so-called "family" 
type programs. The Independent Television Network is financed 
by rental payments of program companies which in turn get 
their money through advertisements. 


Public broadcasting is just one more area in which Congress 


and President Nixon should get together and find a positive 
compromise. Perhaps the extremely high cost of campaigning 
will eventually exert pressure. There is something disturbing in 
the fact that England is currently putting together the television 
documentary series on the American Revolution for this na- 
tion's 1976 bicentennial celebration. Or can we take some sort of 
comfort that we won the war even though we're losing the 
television rights? 


In general commercial broadcasting does better in the news 


field than it does on the entertainment level. When the latter is 
determined only by majority vote as it is in the commercial poll 
system, it is bound to be diluted and innocuous. For the benefit 
of the country in general some better system needs to be worked 
out. 


The Stanford report said that "direct appropriation by 


Congress seems to offer the only real possibility for meeting the 
support needs of public television over the next five years." Now 
that the election is over maybe Congress and the Administration 
can work something out. 


Amnesty for civilians 


The "bloodbath" warnings about ending the war in Vietnam 


before it was won by the United States and South Vietnam or at 
least before adequate machinery for ensuring peace was 
arranged were in part campaign rhetoric, in part excuses for 
failing to find the right button in a hurry, in part sincere concern 
about what would happen. 


One group, Amnesty Internationa], is trying to figure out 


ways of preventing as much misery as possible as far as purely- 
political opponents are concerned. 


Amnesty International is a private organization that has in 


the past pointed vigorously to the victims of absolutist govern- 
ments of both the far left and the far right. It can criticize the 
Russian invasion of Czechoslovakia two years ago as vigorously 
as it can criticize the holding or mistreatment of political 
prisoners in Greece Its concern is for those manhandled or 
imprisoned for purely political reasons. 


Currently Amnesty International's chairman, Sean MacBride, 


former Foreign Minister of Ireland, explained that the or- 
ganization is trying to get the signatures of the major par- 
ticipants in Vietnam to an agreement which would give to 
civilian political prisoners in Vietnam the same guarantees the 
Geneva convention extends to prisoners of war. Copies of the 
proposed agreement are being sent to the governments of the 
United States. North and South Vietnam, the Viet Cong, Laos, 
Cambodia. South Korea, Thailand. Australia and New Zealand. 
Neither Russia nor China have forces in Vietnam, whatever 
their influence may be. 


No one knows how many civilians are now political prisoners 


in North and South Vietnam MacBride estimates 200,000 in the 
South and says they are mostly held by the Saigon government. 
But those in the North are unknown nor is information about 
them likely to be made public even when the war is over 


Saigon is likely to resist any such agreement But in the long 


run it might be to the advantage of those in the South who have 
been loyal totheSaipon c,o\ eminent. No ono knows what sort of 
a regime will rule m the south or where its loyalties will he 


The work of any amnesu group toward avoiding vengeance

MADISON — Wisconsin voters have amply 


demonstrated over the decades that they do not 
find an> necessary relationship in choosing 
between parties when they indicate their 
preferences for the rule of the state and na- 
tional governments. 


During most of the Roosevelt-Truman era, 


this state was firmly in the hands of 
Republicans who resisted the Democratic tide 
in national elections. In later years, Wisconsin 
was supporting Republican presidential tickets 
while it was restoring the state Democratic- 
party to power in local affairs and in the process 
halting, perhaps for all time, the unquestioned 
hegemony of the Wisconsin Republicans. 


The habitual tendency for picking and 


choosing and rejecting the idea that there is a 
probable or even necessary relationship 
between state and national parties explains the 
volatility of the Wisconsin electorate, this 
state's reputation for maverick-like indepen- 
dence, and the hazards of prophecy in local 
affairs. 


Perilous for pollsters 


It helps to explain also, perhaps, why this 


state for all of its prominence in national 
politics has thus far not yet found any en- 
trepreneur willing to undertake the perilous 
business of professional polling that is now a 


fixture in the politics of most other sizeable 
constituencies of the nation. 


Thus it was again this year. As the elections 


provided a test of the performance and the 
acceptability of politicians and their parties in 
state affairs, the results represented a virtual 
stand-off. Democrats in effect traded five As- 
sembly seats they won in the last election for 
two Senate seats and one of the latter was a 
victory more nominal than real. 


A retired Republican who vacated one of 


them was a liberal, for all practical purposes. In 
terms of liberal versus moderate or conserva- 
tive roll call tests, the Democratic Senate gain 
was only one. Most professional observers and 
practicing politicians expected a somewhat 
better showing for the Republicans, or more 
precisely, more erosion for the Democrats. But 
the difference is not truly significant. 


The meaning of the Wisconsin vote will also 


be hard to find in the presidential balloting. 
First, the total vote was surprisingly low. 
Measured in ration of eligibles, it was startmgly 
behind the Nixon-Humphrey attraction four 
years ago. The McGovern nomination is now 
exposed as a disaster for the Democrats, and to 
that degree the Nixon vote will be counted as 
unnaturally inflated by the professionals as 
they study the record without emotion. 


The essence of the Wisconsin electoral 


record is in the best congressional showing the 
Democrats have made against the Republicans 
in the experience of those of middle age and 
above. 


The impact is not truly shown in the ratio of 


five to four seats in favor of the Democrats. It 
could well have been 5-5, except for the loss of 
one constituency in reapportionment. 


It can be read more precisely in the margins 


of the winners. If there are Republican 
heartlands in this state to compare with the 
solid Democratic constituencies as in Madison 
and Milwaukee, they are — or have been — the 
rural southwestern belt and the east central 
and northeastern districts. 


Yet one of the best of the old pros in the 


business of campaigning had to call up all of his 
considerable resources to win. Rep. Vernon 
Thomson of the 3rd District barely held off a 
three-time Democratic aspirant. The re-elec- 
tion of Rep. William Steiger in the 6th District 
was mathematically impressive and was a 
tribute to skill, vigor and personal attraction. 
But it reflected also the luck of the draw in an 
inexperienced and unknown rival. 


More meaningful was the tight fight between 


Harold Froehlich and Robert Cornell in the 8th 
District, with a margin for Froehlich so thin 
that he is already and prudently preparing for 
1974.

Pinning the tail 
on the Donkey

After Watergate, it is tempting to 


think of the coming reshuffle in the 
Administration as a game of pin the tail 
on the donkey. But the shakeup is 
actually occasioned by larger dev%lop- 
ments. The revamping needs to be 
measured against sweeping changes of 
perspective in domestic and foreign 
policy. 


In domestic policy, the country is 


entering a wholly new atmosphere. Over 
the past eight years government has 
acquired a dirty name. 


It is now widely recognized that the 


programs of the Great Society really 
don't work. Even if they did, there is no 
present disposition in the electorate to 
pay higher taxes for measures designed 
to help people in trouble. 


Get rid of losers 


In those conditions, a first (and fairly 


trivial) requirement is to get rid of the 
egregious losers who have helped give 
government a black eye. That means 
sacking some of the people connected 
with various scandals, including Wa- 
tergate. It hopefully means a new At- 
torney 
General noted 
for some 


achievement besides political connec- 
tions with the White House. 


A 
second 
(more 
important) 


requirement is to cam' through on the 
most urgent program needs. That in- 
volves a through overhaul of the tax 
system and universal health insurance, 
as a minimum. In these matters, the 
President is already well-served by 
George Schultz as Secretary of the 
Treasury and Elliot Richardson, the 
Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


The third requirement (the one that 


is truly important) is very hard to meet. 
Somebody has to figure out a new- 
rationale for domestic social policy. 
That somebody cannot be any old 
Cabinet officer. Indeed, the new ap- 
pointments to the domestic Cabinet 
posts will be interesting chiefly as signs 
of which people are vain enough to 
want jobs with glamorous titles and no 
power. 


The action in determining a new 


rationale is going to be at the center of 
government. Whether the President 
wants to be more active in domestic 
affairs or (as I imagine) a cover for 
being inactive, he will need a new man 
in the White House who can reestablish 
basic directions in domestic policy. 


In foreign policy the basic transition 


is even more fundaments!. During the 
past four years, the emphasis in the 
Nixon administration was on dealing at 
the highest level with China and the 
Soviet Union. Working through his 
chief White House aide in the security 
field. Henry Kissinger, the President 
was able to do most of the important 
business in direct contacts with Chou 
En-ldi and Leonid Brezhnev.

For the short run, accordingly, the 


right place to make adjustment is the 
White House itself. In particular it 
makes sense to take on as deputy to Dr. 
Kissenger a man of first-rate analytic 
powers, with special equipment in the 
economic field. 


In the end, no doubt, the reorganiza- 


tion will be imperfect. Some king-sized 
vanities, after all, are at stake. But it is a 
hopeful sign that President Nixon has 
set about a necessary task early and 
bnsklv.

Harris survey 
Poll finds nation's confidence 
in institutional leaders at low ebb

Confidence of the public in the 


leaders of both public and private insti- 
tutions recently tested by the Harris 
Survey, a majority of the public could 
not say they felt "a great deal of con- 
fidence" in the leaders of a single one. 
In a similar poll back in 1966, majorities 
of the people expressed strong con- 
fidence in the men running half of the 
key institutions tested then. 


Nonetheless, marginal progress has 


been registered in the regard people 
have for leaders of certain sectors of the 
private and public establishment. 
Higher percentages expressed 
con- 


fidence than they did a year ago in nine 
of 16 cases. Five groups of leaders, 
however, registered a decline in re- 
spect, while there was no change 
toward the remaining two. 


In late October, a nationwide cross 


section of 1,648 households wa,s asked: 


"As far as far as people running 


(READ LIST) are concerned, would 
you say you have a great deal of con- 
fidence, only some confidence, or 
hardly any confidence at all in them?"

Here are some of the key findings 


from this year's survey of public con- 
fidence in U.S. leadership: 


— After previously appearing to be 


immune from the tide of disenchant- 
ment that had swept over most other 
leadership groups, doctors fell from 
grace rather precipitously in the past 
year. The number who said they had a 
"great deal of confidence in the men 
running medicine" declined sharply, 
from 61 to 48 per cent. Lowest regard 
for doctors could be found among 
suburban residents and blacks. Con- 
fidence in psychiatrists which fell 
sharply a year ago, continued to slide. 


— In the business area, financial 


leaders and retail store owners made 
marginal gains of three to four points, 
although well down from levels of a few 
years ago. Heads of major companies 
still could muster no more than 27 per 
cent in the "great deal of confidence" 
column, less than half their 1966 stand- 
ing. Most critical of top business 
leaders were young people under 30, 
blacks, and union members. 


— Among federal government insti- 


tutions, the U.S. Supreme Court and the 
Executive Branch recorded five and 
four-point gains, while Congress regis- 
tered a smaller tow-point movement in 
a positive direction. However, no one of 
the three branches of the federal 
government can generate as many as 
30 per cent of the public to express a 
"great deal of confidence" in those in 
charge. 


The leaders of the mass media do 


worse than any other leadership group 
in our society except for organized 
labor. The press held its own during the 
past year —at an 18 per cent confidence 
level, but both television and advertis- 
ing continued to slide. The media came 
in for heavy criticism from both major 
party 
candidates 
in the 
recent 


presidential election. 


— Scientists gained five points over 


their 1971 showing, moving from 32 to 
37 per cent in the "great deal of con- 
fidence" column. The are more res- 
pected by higher income, college 
educated, suburban dwellers, and 
young people than by other groups, but 
are still well below the 56 per cent who 
gave them top rating back in 1966. 


— Military leaders scored one of the 


biggest comebacks in 1972, moving 
from 27 to 35 per cent in the top con- 
fidence category. However, they are 
still criticized by most of the college 
educated, the young, and the blacks, 
and are still far below their high water 
mark of 62-per cent high regard 
recorded in 1966. 


— Educators, once near the top, con- 


tinued their fall from public favor. 
Religious leaders made relatively small 
gains. The latter have their biggest 
problem among affluent 
groups. 


Educators are weakest among the 
highest income groups who have also 
received the most education. 


— A one-point rise for union leaders 


kept them barely ahead of the low men 
on the totem pole of public confidence, 
advertising executives. Labor leaders 
evoked no more than 20 per cent of 
their own union members to express a 
great deal of confidence in those run- 
ning U.S. unions. 


All in all, the road back to public 


confidence for major American institu- 
tions in both the private and public 
sectors clearly is a long one and appears 
to be uphill all the way. Lack of con- 
fidence is expressed equally for leaders 
of the private and public areas. There is 
virtually no desire in the country to

MADISON -Farm and sports horse 


association spokesmen proposed major 
revisions Monday to draft legislation 
resulting from an advisory committee's 
study of laws covering cruelty to 
animals. 


Major deletions from the bill draft 


were made by the Legislative Council's 
interim agriculture committee, an 
interim unit comprised of members of 
the agriculture committee's of the two 
houses of the Wisconsin legislature. 
';Cut from the bill proposed by a 
council advisory committee on the 
humane treatment of animals were 
some sections governing the treatment 
of forms of show horses and a number 
of sections affecting the care of farm 
animals. 


The changes, proposed by horse as- 


sociation leaders drawn to the joint 
session of the committees and by 
working farmers on the legislative 
units, are aimed at making the proposal 
workable for farmers and sportsmen 
and to avoid duplication with federal 
laws, according to proponents of 
revision. 
-Some members of the advisory unit 


objected, however, that a number of 
the changes made gutted substantial 
sections of a tough state anti-cruelty 
proposal. 


<The ageiculture committee, bastion 


of small farm interests in the legisla- 
ture, agreed to: 


—Drop a ban on horse-pulling con- 


tests that are not "reasonable" in 
demands on horses. 


—Delete a general prohibition on 


devices and chemicals which may be 
expected to cause animals pain in 


training. 


—Maintained a proposed ban on 


vivisection or experiments on living, 
warm blooded animals in high schools, 


• unless performed under the leadership 
of certified agricultural teachers. 


—Dropped a complete section ban- 


ning the docking or setting of horse 
tails. 


—Removed another section banning 


the soring of horses, or the showing of 
sored horses. The section was aimed 
primarily at Tennessee walking horses, 
animals which have a peculiar show 
gait which critics charge is at times 
caused by hurting the animal. The 
committee removed the section, main- 
taining that it duplicated a new federal 
act. Advisory committee members ob- 
jected that the proposed state section 
was necessary because it banned 
animals from competition showing 
scars from heajed wounds of nature, 
and covered shows in which only in- 
state horses are entered. 


—Changed a provision requiring 


adequate artificial shelter for horses 
kept outside between Nov. 1 and March 
31 to allow for horses provided with 
adequate natural shelter. 


In each instance, agriculture com- 


mittee members and horse association 
spokesmen argued that the proposed 
anti-cruelty provisions were either too 
general—allowing too much room for 
interpretation harmful to farmers and 
sportsmen —or too specific, presenting 
unreasonably expensive demands.

Too few take advantage 
of diploma qualification

MADISON — If you dropped out of 


high school and have regretted it, the 
state of Wisconsin has a program that 
ought to interest you. 


You can probably qualify for a high 


school equivalency certificate from the 
State Department of Public Instruction, 
and perhaps it can be arranged to be 
issued by that high school you did not 
attend, or where you dropped classes to 
go to work, to be married, to enlist in 
the armed services, or for any of the 
scores of reasons for such educational 
interruptions. 


In a state which has probably 


developed an educational program 
superior to that of the nation as a 
whole, there are nevertheless more 
than 1 million adult residents over the 
age of 25 years who do not have a high 
school diploma. 


Many of them can qualify for one, 


says the state school supervising office. 
Examinations are available to test the 
eligibility of applicants. 


Floyd Wiegan, an officer of the state 


department who is in charge of the high 
school equivalency program, and 
former school administrator at Briilion, 
recalled that it was only about 25 years 
ago_ that the legislature amended the 
school laws to make high school atten- 
dance compulsory. Many rural young 
people in earlier years, therefore, ended 
their formal schooling after the eighth 


grade. Because many of them later 
migrated to cities and high school 
training 
became 
a 
standard 


requirement for most work, the 
equivalency program was developed. 


Many persons have learned that later 


life experiences have qualified them to 
pass the equivalency examinations 
with moderate independent study. 
Many 
others 
can 
make 
study 


arrangements with local high schools 
and their teaching staffs. 


But the state officials are worried 


that many otherwise concerned per- 
sons are not yet aware of the oppor- 
tunities available. In more than ten 
years, such certificates have been 
granted to only about 8,386. About one 
in four applicants failed to qualify. The 
department is now encouraging school 
administrators 
to 
promote 
the 


program, confident that many adults 
will use the opportunity. 


The department says on the basis of 


the 1970 census that there are about 
58,000 adults over the age of 25 in 
Outagamie County and that more than 
25,000 of them do not have a high 
school certificate. The corresponding 
figures for Winnebago County are 
66,300 and 28,100 self-satisfaction" is 
also a frequent motivation, say state 
officials involved in the high school 
equivalency certifications. One man

highways. 


"The deer season wi'.l see thousands

Thanksgiving weekend will 
bring an influx of out-of-state travel 
as families are reunited for this 
traditional festive occasion, and the 
Christmas and New Year's holidays 
wiH be marked by between-cities 
travel and visits to shopping centers 
as well as the usual round of holiday 
parties," Radcliffe said. 


"Add 
to this increased traffic the 


dangers of earlier darkness, dropping 


temperatures, snowfalls, icy streets 
and reduced visibility and traction, 
and it becomes quickly evedent that 
all of us must exercise more than 
ordinary caution to remain alive and 
unhurt in these final weeks of 1972," 
he said.

police. The use of poison would prohibit 
exposure of domestic animals to such 
risks except for rodent control on per- 
sonal premises. 


Horses training and riding equipment 


would be governed, and turkey shoots 
and game farms featuring animals not 
native to the state or lawfully in- 
troduced to Wisconsin would be 
banned, as would fights for sport 
between animals, or animals and man. 


The treatment and facilities provided 


farm animals would be governed 
regarding quality of food, water and 
shelter provided, as the care and treat- 
ment of domestic animals would be 
covered. 


Currently unresolved by the com- 


mittee are proposals for the banning of 
the sale or giving of baby rabbits and 
chickens, traditional Easter gifts for 
children.

What they said was 
that American society should continue 
on m that very Democratic tradition 
which, abandoned by the forces tem- 
porarily in control of the national 
Democratic party in 1972, was usurped 
in some measure by the Republicans." 


Mirrors ADA founders 


This joins the ideological struggle for 


the post-McGovern future. Beyond 
that, it fills a long'felt need to show that 
internationalism and law-and-order are 
perfectly compatible with liberalism. In

Democratic Action (ADA) a generation 
ago seeking a refuge for anti-Com- 
munist liberals.

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Poland attracting Americans

WARSAW (AP) - Poland is a place 


where pensioners turn into plutocrats 
- at least by the standards of this 
country. 


You need a way to receive U.S. dol- 


lars, and to have had Polish forebears. 


Take Kazlmierz Nowacki, who 


draws $150 a month in Social Security. 
He makes more than a top Polish doc- 
tor. He vacations abroad each year 
with his wife, rents a comfortable 
apartment, and doesn't worry about 
hospital bills. 


Silver-haired Nowacki, 69, is one of 


6,000 American retirees of Polish an- 
cestry who have settled in Poland to 
live mainly off their Social Security 
payments. State welfare benefits and 
special exchange rate for dollars are 
the main lures. 


"I know what I would be in New 


York," said Nowacki, who was born in 
Wisconsin of Polish parents. "I 
wouldn't like to say what kind of a 
place I'd get for $100 a month, but to 
put it mildly I'd be fighting cock- 
roaches." 


Officially the dollar is worth 22 


zlotys in Poland. Through the state 
foreign bank, pensioners collect 66 to 


Most of them still hold American 


passports but the U.S. Embassy has 
little contact with them apart from 
passing on their checks. 


"They have the same rights as any 


visiting U.S. citizen," said an Embassy 
official. "When they enter a country 
they can go where they please. It's en- 
tirely up to them if they want to call us 
up for any help. They seldom do." 


Nowacki worked until retirement as 


a clerk in a Manhattan investment 
house. His $150 monthly pension 
brings him 9,900 zloties. Most Poles 
earn about 2,400. 


His wife Grace also draws a $150 


check, giving them a combined income 
of nearly 20,000 zloties a month. A top 
steelworker director in Poland hardly 
earns that much. 


The Nowackis' home is an eighth- 


floor apartment, completely electri- 
fied, consisting of two rooms, an an- 
nex, kitchen, bathroom and large bal- 
cony. They pay a normal monthly rent 
of 405 zloties, under $8 at the special 
exchange rate. 


Medical treatment is free. "I some- 


times go to my neighboring clinic for 
some physiotherapy," said Nowacki. 
"There I pay a nominal 50 zloties. 
Then the doctor asks me if my wife 
needs some treatment. I tell him she 
has only some little backaches and he 
insists, 'Bring her along.' 


"There is nothing to pay here. The 


only thing I do is give a little tip to the 
masseur or something like that." 


With 6,000 such retirees the state, 


apart from its openly declared aim of 
seeking closer ties with Americans of 
Polish extraction, also benefits from a 
regular source of Western currency — 
an estimated $13 million annually. Em- 
bassy officials have heard of some 
people'who fail to acclimatize, but the 
number returning home to America is 
insignificent. 


Many pensioners have settled in the 


skiing region of Zakopane — in the 
heart of the Tatra Mountain range. 
Others living closer to Warsaw have a 
get-together once a month in the capi- 
tal's Polonia Society 
headquarters. 


They throw parties, hear lectures — 
ranging from do-it-yourself methods 
to medical problems — and see film 
shows.

Bishops urge

us as a people to approach the task 
of healing our internal divisions and 
building this peace in a spirit of 
generosity and mutual respect." 


"Our returning veterans, the 


healthy and the wounded, and our 
prisoners of war, must be given 
special assistance in reestablishing 
themselves 
personally and 
profes- 


sionally in civilian life. The nation can 
do no less for those who responded 
generously to its call," he said. 


•But, he added, "There is also need 


to blend charity with justice in 
considering the situation of those 
young men who for reasons of sincere 
conscientious belief refused to par- 
ticipate in the war." 


Krol said the conference has 


recommended "generous pardon to 
convictions incurrefl u n d e r t h e 
Selective Service Act, with the un- 
derstanding that sincere conscientious 
objectors should remain open in 
principle to some form of service to 
the community."

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) - A 


team of doctors has reported evidence 
suggesting that appreciable numbers 
of troops returning from Vietnam may 
have "silent" undetected gonorrhea 
that could have national implications 
unless the men are found and treated. 


Indeed, the doctors told a scientific- 


meeting Monday, it is possible that 
much of an already noted increasing 
resistance of gonorrhea germs in the 
United States to antibiotic wonder 
drugs has been due to "importation 
of resistant trains" by Vietnam re- 
turnees whose own transmissible in- 
fection was overlooked because they 
showed no symptoms. 


The doctors recommended that all 


Vietnam returnees be screened by a 
new test they devised for diagnosing 
"silent" gonorrhea. 


The doctors — of the University of 


Washington, Seattle, and the Army's 
Madigan General Hospital, Tacoma, 
Wash. — made their report to the 
centennial meeting of the American 
Public Health Association. 


They did so in reporting evidence 


from limited studies of both civilians 
and military men that "asymptomat- 
ic" gonorrhea apparently is much 
more prelavent among the men than 
previously tmought. They defined 
asymptomatic gonorrhea as a 
gonorrhea infection which produces 
no symptoms in the male or female 
infected but may produce active 
disease if transmitted sexually. 


The team, headed by Dr. H. Hunter 


Handsfield of the "University of 
Washington, said of the latter 
findings: 


"Traditionally, it has been assumed 


that gonorrhea produces a symp- 
tomaticdisease in men and (an) 
asymptomatic infection in women. 
This has produced the corollary as- 
sumption that the principal resevoir 
of gonococcal infection in the com- 
munity is the silent female carrier. 
Consequently, a great deal of effort 
is expended toward tracing these 
asymptomatic women." 


The doctors reported finding, by a 


special diagnostic test, a "high 
p r e v a l e n c e " of a s y m p t o m a t i c 
gonorrhea among a small group of 
civilian men known to have been 
exposed to infected women. 


They also reported testing 2,000 


Vietnam returnees who were under- 
going routine physical examinations 
at Ft. Lewis, Wash., and at Madigan 
Hospital i m m e d i a t e l y prior to' 
discharge from the Army. 


And they said that of those who 


had had sexual exposure during their 
years in Vietnam — a number they 
did not specify — 2'/2 per cent were 
found to be infected but showing no 
symptoms. 


Declaring the germs uncovered 


from the men were relatively resistant 
to antibiotics, the doctors said: 


Even though no more than 7,000 


men per year carrying gonococci 
would have returned from Vietnam 
during peak involvement the rapid 
spread of these organisms through the 
community would have been facilit- 
ated by their resistance to the an- 
tibiotic regimens (lower dose 
schedules) in use prior to this year..."
